1 . Claims 1 , 4, 9, 1 1 , 1 6, 20-21 , 24, 29-30, and 40 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is Tsukuda (US Patent No. 6,085,170) in view of David 
(Core Competency). Tsukuda teaches there is provided means for determining 
scheduled date and time for delivery of the purchased commodities or goods, from a 
schedule information of a delivery information of each area of the distributor and a 
schedule information of the purchaser. David discloses a method for enabling 
customers to select delivery times within two-hour windows. David further teaches the 
method for reducing delivering time. Applicant's arguments filed on September 13, 2010 
(Pages 9-1 1 in particular) are deemed to be persuasive and adequately reflect the 
Examiner's opinion as to why claims 1,4,9, 11, 16, 20-21 , 24, 29-30, and 40 are 
allowable over the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

. Jacobs et al. (US Patent No. 7,487,105) disclose a method for assigning an 
order to an opening in a schedule after a customer has selected an appointment 
window in the schedule. The opening and the appointment window are specified. The
